telligence} a y2tenr Fleet. ht to convoy and 
£:anport a great Army into this King- 


om and to bring that Fleet into Breft , 
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before the end of Mavch laſt, and the 
r-2nch King had ſupplyed the late King 
F155 with Moneys Arms and Ammriuniti- 
ON, 2nG collected together 209500 Segtcn, 
Irijs, Enguft French and Snitt, aad aſigned 
them quarters upon theCoaſts of Ncrman- 
d; to b- r2ady to imbarque upon the firſt 
Arrival of the Flzct from Ty2ul:n, and 
trom thence it was deſigned to paſs direct- 
ly to Port mouth, and the lie of Might , 
which kad not bcen a Work oi: many 
hoars. 


Ard ha! not the good God prevented 
that Fi*et's coming by contrary Winds for 
Frue nvths rroztker, they had certainly 
compaſied tteic Dehgn, before any of the 
Enzliſh or Duich Fle<ts could have been 
ac Sea, to have madethe leaſt oppolition, 
and th2 lace K.Fimes his Agents,ard ſuch 
as areircacherous rs the preſont Government 
hai diſperſed the Knowledge of this De- 
fizn to their Confidents throughout Enge 
11:4, and given Orders that they ſhould be 
in readinels to get together 1n every Coun- 
ty. upon the firjt Ners of the Landing of 
the late K, Faumes, to diſturb and diſtract 
the coming together of the 374/712. 


And to that purpoſe K., Fames's Adhe- 
rents, and Men of deſperate Fortunes hat 
bought up moſt of the [crviceable Hcrſes 
in all the Fairs of the Kingdom, and were 
come to ſuch a height of confidence,as to 
boaſt of the Aﬀurance they had of the 
ovreare/lt Numbers of the Lieutenancy of moſt 
Countries, eſpecially the City of Z:n40or ; 
and of their Partakers among the Ofhcers 
of the Army and Fleet,and of great Num- 
bers of the Novbility,Gentry and Clergy, that 
would immediazely declare for K.James. 


They bragged, with what reaſon T will 
not ſay, that greater Men than arc fit to 
be named had male their Peace with King 
F 1mes. arid taken their Pardons,and would 
be ready tod-clare.that they never ſerved 
K.7illizm, hut according to the Statute of 
Her.q.as Kin Poſſeſion, owning the r2ght 
to be in K. Fames. 


Sir, This deſign being now known, ap- 
pear 


pears to me to have been ſo politickly 
laid,that I know not what could hare pre- 
vented our ruin, if the Winds and theSeas 
had not fouglit for our preſervation. 1 
muſt confeſs, I often wondred, that the F- 
nemies of the Government were {o buiſy and 
ſo bold, that Juftice ſeemed to be atleep, 
and their Enormities were connived at,and 
many of them were admitted into Power 
and Tru/t, and had berrer credit and accep- 
tance with divers in Authority, than Men 
of the mot approved Fideliry to the Go- 
vernment ; yet hefore theſe Diſcoverles 
were made. I did not believe the Goverr- 
ment had been ſo near a Preciptce,that there 
wanted but a favourable wind to ſubvert 
it, 


Dep. Lieut, My Lord, I am afrighted to 
ſee the darger we have eſcaped, But, pray 
my Lord. is there no money allowed for Jr- 
r-{ligence ? are there none that watch for 
the Safety of the Kingdom ? is it poſſible, 
that Fleets and Armies can be provided in- 
viſibly ? I doubt the Country has too much 
reaſon toſay, that their 2aje/tlies are v2- 
irayed. 


I muſt confeſs, my Lord, T hare been 
troubled with murmurs and Suſpitions of 
that kin; ſrom und:r/landing Gentlemen, as 
often as 1 came from Parlizment, but i al- 
ways uſed the beſt skill I had, to ſuppreſs 
ſuch thoughts and fears, and prayed their 
patience to expect a fitter S:a/on for their 
Majeſties ro ſuppreſs their Enemies and re- 
ward their Friends. 


But the great Preſſures of the Coun- 
try, have been ſolong continued, and their 
hepes of relict ſo often deluded, that if I 
ſhould now tell them (as your Lordſhip 
hath kindly told me) that they were, and 
are, inas great danger of utter guin,as at 
the beginning- of the hopeful Revolution, 
they would be out of all patience, and con- 
clude poſitively, That the Xingdom could nor 
be *in ſuch a-Coxdition, if their Mijeſties 
Councels and Deſigns were not betr aved. 


I profeſs, my Lord, I know not how to 
allay the Countrey's Jealouſfies of fome in 
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roo much Power with their Majeſties , tor 
how to perſwade them to bear this additi- 
onal burthen of raiſing rhe Militia chear- 
fully, unleſs I could ſhew them a [p2edy 
Enlof their Sufferings, in the Safety of 
their Rcligion, Laws and Liberties. 


I confeſs, my Lord, I have been. and am, 
as much troubled,as ariy of my Neighbors 
co ſee the condutt of their Majefties AFf- 
fairs, ever lince their Settlement,and have 
often thought they were betrayed from 
the beginning; and if your Lordſhipcan 
ſpare me a few moments, and pardon my 
freedom , and let it be under the Roſe, I 
will tell your Lordſhip,why I have ſo long 
doubted, that their Majefties are betrayed, 
and I beg your corregion.if 1 wiftake. I 
know your Lordſhip's Intereſt and Mine 
are involved in their Majeſty's Govern. 
ment, and it. is high fime to conſult our 
own ſafety, if they be betrayed. 


Lord Lieu'. Sir, Tam glad of this oppor - 
tunity to compare Notes ; pray, be free, 
and let us inſpett the whelz Adminiftration 
ſince the Revolution, 


The Commons in Parliament (you know 
better than TI, having been a Member 
there) have been complaining,almoſt from 
the beginning ,of 11I and Unfaitkful Inflru- 
ments about the King : Some they have na- 
med,and others they decyphered ; and you 
may remember they ſent to the K.t9 know 
who adviſed him to imploy ſame of the 
late K.Fames's Inftruments in Trufts of 
gre:t Importance ; but they found no ole 
of all their Endeavours. 


I have often fate in the houſe of Lords 
with an aking Heart to ſee good Propo- 
{21s (for their Majeftie: and the Kingdoms 
ſecurity} oppoſed, ard rejeRed by pretended 
Favourites: T believe, you have done the 
ſame among the Commons; therefore if you 
Bleaſe, we will look back upon the whole 
Conduft , and ſee what we ought to con- 
clude from thence, 


Dep. Lieut, My Lord, You oblige me fo 
ſpeak my whole heart in this Aﬀair, and . 
my 
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mult confeſs my Fears of Treachery began 
«5 {uon as | ſaw the Prince of Orange pals 
$4iisburz without 6ppoſition, and with the 
Proteſtants great Applaule, 


1 was afraid that thoſe, who had been 
the Xingdom's Enemies, {=ing themſelves 
unable to reſis? the Prinee, would either de- 
roy him,or his goed deſigns, by fluteries 
and f lſe Inſinuations, — I ficſt ob- 
ſerved an Attempt to bring him to a Trea- 
23 with the /ate Xfng, and to ftand upon e- 
qu] Terms to the Judgment of the Jats 
A 'ng's Parliamext, hoping to have ſham» 
:zcd rhe Kingdom with luch ſpecious Cone 
-ctons, for keeping out Popery, and re- 
.ireſſing Grievances, that might have ſent 
he Prince home again witha good Sun of 
Money,and fair Promiſes. 


But the Cowardice of the late K. after 
Commiſſions for a Treaty ſigned, made that 
ecrempt truitleſs,and brought him to be at 
the Prince his Diſpoſe. 


The n2xt Treactery was,to perſwade our 
Now King to have preſently cauſed his 4r- 
my to proclaimkim Xing, and to have al- 
ſumed to himſelf the Royal Othce ; preſu- 
ming thereby to have kindled hatred and 
revenge in the hearts of more than thole, 
whoſe Love he had gained by his Declara- 
tions for reitoring our Religion, Laws and 
Liberties, 


His Enemies knew, that his Force bore 
no proportion with.the Frength of the 
Kingdom . which would have had an Ab- 
horrence of him and his Foreigners, and an 
Indignation to have bzen cokes'd & cheated 
into ſuch a perfeet Slavery by him they 
truſted , who hal appealed to Heaven, 
that his Soul abhorrcd ſuch a deſign: But 
the Vanity and pernicious Conſequence of 
theſe Counſels were fo diſcovered to our 
King, that he eſcaped that ſnare, and choſe 
to be adviſed by a Convention of ail that 
bad b-en Members of late Parliaments, who 
paitly propoſed, that the People ſhould 
have notice to chooſe theirRep:eſ=n:iatives 
to re-eſtabliſh their Government, | 
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[n the Interim diverſe of thoſe, who had 
been the worſt of K.,Fames's Inſiruments in 
his Deſigns againſt our Religion and Go- 
vernmeat, applyed themſelves to our K. 
wich the moſt ſervile Flatteries and me24an 
Submisfions to gain an eſteem with him,and 
admisſion into his Councels, hoping thereby 
to ſerve their own Maſter's Intereft, when 
the Repreſentatives ſhould meet, and 
therefore craftily perſwaded our K. from 
ail courſes that tended to the utter Exclus 
ſion of IK, Fames,, they infinvated bugbear 
Dargers of the [cattering and diſperſing of 
K.Famess Army, and adviſed the gatrering 
them into Troops and Companies that had 
diſperſed themſelves; and to bring our K. 
into Debt, procured his Promiſes of pay- 
ing thetr Arrears, who were raiſed by K. 
F2mes for the defirutiion of our Religion 
and Government. 


At the ſame time, they were very buiſy 
by falſe Inffnuations, and ( with too much 
unhappy Succeſs) to prevent our K's ac- 


| ceptance of the repeated Offers from ſe- 


veral Counties and Cities, to raiſe him 
Regiments of Volunteers at their own 
Charge,upon whoſe fidelity he might have 
abſolutely depended, 


At this time alſo the ſame ſecret Adhe- 
rents to K,F.ames indeavoured to keep his 
Authorityalive in Jreland , and his pol 
ſeihon of that Kingdom by the Lord Tyr- 
connel , they found ways to - prevent the 
acceptance of the L.Tyrconne!'s frank offers 
preſently to refign that Kingdom which ( tho 
then concealed) are ſince publickly printed 
by Dr. Xing 1n his excellent Book, Entitu- 
led, the Srate of - the Protefants in Ireland, 
under the late K-Fames. 


They craftily perſwaded Tyrconzel, that 
his condition was deſperate,and that there 
was no ſafety for him but in Arms , - and 
gained time for him to new model the 7- 
riſh Army (which were then for the moft 
part Proreflants) and to prepare that King- 
dom to be a rejuge for K, Fames and his 
French, 


In 


In this State of Aﬀairs the Convention 
met , and XK. Fame's Agents, and our &'s 
now Flatterers, were very near betraying 
him to ſettle K. Fames in his Throne,and to 
provide for his /peedy Return,under a ſhew 
of excluding him, they pretended to ap- 
Plaud and admire our K's Vertues, and to 
own the Kingdom infinitely obliged to 
him, and therefore propoſed to make him 
REGENT of the Kingdom; as if they 
would have reſigned all things unto his 
Condua ; but with the ſame Breath, they 
ereacherouſly infinuated a Divine Right in X. 
Fames to hold the Crown , and inſifted 
thar there could be no lawtul Authoritizs 
in the Kingdom that were not derived 
from him 3 which was to make their pro- 
poſed Regent X,Fames's Officer ; they ſet 
up Conſcience for 4 Stake, alledging, that 
none could 4bſolve the Kingdom from 
their Oaths of Allegiance to K,Fam:s, and 
ſought to ſubvert all the Principles of the 
Legal Englifh Government, by defaming 
and blackning for Common-we4lths-men all 
that durft aflert (as our Anceftors have 
done in like Caſes ) that X. Fames had 
broken his Original Contra and Oath 
with the Kingdom , and renounced his be- 
ing an Engliſh XK, ound by the Laws, 
when he declared in his Courts of Juſtice, 
and by his Declaration under the Great 
Seal, that he could ſuſpend the uſe of all 
our Laws at kis me-y Will and Pleaſure; they 
maintained that the Right of the Crown 
was inſeparable from the Perſon of X7ng 
Fames ; lo that all the Officers of the 
Kingdom muft have ſworn Allegiance toK. 
Fares, whilſt our X; had born the Nzme 
of a REGENT. 


If they had prevailed herein, as they 
were very near it , they. bad declared the 
K ingly Power to havebeen ia AX, Fames 
both by Divine and Zuman Right, and 
ftript our X. of all righrfut Authority , 
more than wiat X.Fames had been grati- 
ouſly pleaſed to give him, 


This was the M2fter-Piece of Treachery 
againft our K. in many that aſpired to 
places of Profit, Honour and Truft un- 
der him as their now Maſter ; And had 
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it ſucceeded, it won! certainly have 
brought him under the Power of their 
Ol Mafter, and themſcives into their tor- 
mer Capacities, of purſuing cheir moſt 
pernicious defigns agaiuft the Kingdom, 


Truly, my Lord, I neve; tink with- 
out ſome Horrour 6: our Eſcape from This 
Treachery 3 they hal maile thcir Porty 
above 150 oirong in our Houſe, ant pray, 
my Lord, How was it i! veurs ? 


Lord Lieut, Sir, T cannot remember 
how many Lords were in our [louſe,when 
it was put to the Queſtion , Wh-rl-r rbe 
Throne was Vacant; but my Soul was vext 
to ſce how near we were undoing ail that 
had been done for the 'Kiagdom by our 
K. and as I remember we cartied it, not 
by more than Three Votes, that rhe Throne 
was vacant, and the Xingdom tn a condition 
70 ſettle a lawful Government without Ke 
Fames, Yet many now in Power aout 
our King had the confidence to error ui on 
Record their Protz/t..tions againſt tial 
Loire. 


Dep. Lizwe, My Lord, I was in hopes 
whea both Houſes had agreed that the 
Throne was Vacant, and the diviſions in 
both were fo wel] known to the whole 
Kingdom, that our IK, woul41 have fo 4- 
ftirguiſhed bis Fri:nds from bis t uemies , 
that there would have ren no danger of his 
b2l:eving Cixcir Hacteries,nor giving them 
opportunities of betraying h'm to their 
Old Mafter ; but 1 quickly obſerred.that 
they were fo conſcious to themſelves of 
their former guilt in ſubverting the Gae 
verament, that they could hardly believe, 
that ether our A, vr the People could forgive 
rem , and theretore thought it their In- 
tereſt never to ceale their Treacheries a- 
gainit X\W.i/iam , as every new Occation 
offer:4, when they couid nat prevent 
the cettlement of theCrown upon our Re. 
and Q. tlicy leemed fo z-alous rherein a- 
bove uothers, that they would have hea» 
ped all Powers upon them contaſedly , 
Vicout mention or regard to the Kings 
doms Rigats, or the Antient Form of the 
E:gliſh contrafting with their Ki:2s up- 
on Oath, They 


They boaſted themſelves to be the 
only Men for Moxarchy , that always de- 
tended the Prerogatives of -the Crown ; 
they would ſcarce bear a Bill for the 
Feopl:s Rights, as if they had been ſach 
Votaries to X.#illizm,thar they were con» 
tent to make nim their abj2lure Lord; but 
their ereacherous Irrcats were evident,they 
fought for matter and occaſion to ſugg tx 
agaunaſt him Ambition, Love of Domina- 
tion, and Falleneſs to all his pretences 
made in his Declaration , that the Peo- 
p!-: Liberties ſhould be ſecure, that they 
j:ould never bs in danger 2gain to be 1n- 
vaded; they cunningly {ought to ſow 
the Seeds of Diviion betw2en the K;and 
his People, by leaving ti: Powers of 
the Crown and the i'zopl:s R:ghts un- 
diftinguiſhed, intending (as their practiſe 
ſhewed) to raiſe new Diſputes about Pre- 
rogative, and intinuate themſelves into 
the Kings Favour, as the only Deten- 
ders of it, and none others fit to be 
truſted to ſupport the Monarchy, 


Lord Lieut, Sir, 1 perceive you care* 
fully obſerve the Debates 0: your Houſe 
and the Deſigns their ſecret Enemies had 
upon them, and you bring to my mind 
what Iſaw , that ſome Members of our 
Hout , who had erred Proteſt arzons, that 
we could not give the Crown to &X;, W:lli- 
en and OD. Mary, were the greatett Op- 
poſers of the ſecurities offered for the 
Peoples Liberties, But, pray Sir, £9 0nN, 
if you find any other Treacheries. 


Dep. Lient, My Lord, I find the ſane 
Party of Men deceitfully offering their 
Services at Court, but complaining that 
they were Gifabled by waut of Indempnity, 
for what they had done in the late Reigns 
and were in continual danger of being 
proſecuted - for their Eſtates, or Lives, 
by Men that would admit of no modera- 
tion, pretended, that ſome Members 


durft not diſpleaſe the Houſe in arguing 
for the Crown, as they would, whilft ſuch 
(evere rods were over them; therefore 
they often preſſed and perſwaded His 
Majeity to move the Houle to haſten an 
AT of Indempnity tor them. . 
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Lord Lieut, But , Sir , was there' any 
treacherous Intention to our King in'pres/ing 
for an AG of Indempnity ? It was com- 
monly thought and ſaid,” that it was the 
only way ro unite all People to our King,and 
to take off their thoughts from return- 
ing to K. Fames, and for that reaſon it 
was abſolutely neceſſary. 


Dep, Lizut., My Lord, no goo] Men 
doubted, that an AR of Indemimity was 
needful for quieting th2 Minds of thous 
ſands that had been criminal in compliance 
with X\.Famzs ; but that nothing coald 
be more pzrnicious to the future peace 
and ſecuricy of our Government, thanan 
abſolute General Ind:mpnity for all our late 
K. Fames's Miniſters to forgive all Trea- 
ſons, Murders in Forms of Law, Suſpenſions 
of the Liws, Eſtabliſhments of Popiſh Courts 
and Convents, ſurrendrings and betraying of 
Charters, pzrverſions of the whol: courſe of 
Fuſtice, and profefſedly laying Foundations 
for perperrul Popery and Slavery. 


For that reaſon, my Lord, the Conver. 
tin took infinite pains ſo to form an Att of 
Indempnity as might have anſwered 2} the 
Ends of Mercy, yet with due regard to. Fu- 
ſlice.and ths future Safety of our X;, and 
Government, 


They agreed in their Votes, that few 
ſhould be excepred from Mercy as to their 
Lives, and as few as votlible to their E- 
2tes and all other puniſhments. 


They concluded , upon many Solemn 
Debates, firſt to Name the ſevzral ſorts of 
Publick Crimes, for every of which, ſome 
ouzhr to be puniſh?d for Examples ſake, as 
lafting Monuments of Juſtice , either as 
to Life, or Eſtate, or Fines, or Excluſion 
from publick Trufts ; but the Minifters of 
the Late Reign imployed all their party 
to /zngthen out, and throw Sumbling blocks 
into th2 Debates, and applyed them(clves 
at Court to blaſt and ſcandalize the Mem 
bers of the Convention, as Men that would 
rear all zo Pieces, and come to- no ſetile- 
ment; 


ment, they accuſed them of Kudying Res. 
venge, and ſetting up.a Fadlion, and keep- 
ing of thoſe que, who would gladly come: 
in to our X's Intereſt, 

I have often ſeen, my Lord, thoſe im- 
pudently whiſpering theſe Falſhoods in 
our Couct, who, 1 knew, dil in private 
ridicule both our X. and @. and drink 
their Confylion and Damnation ; yet they 
fo prevailed , that the Convention was 
blamed for Delays of Setling the X's Re- 
venue,, levying Maneys, and doing no- 
thing : whilft theſe S-cr-t Traitors cbiiru- 
Fel gvery Buſinzſs,and Rudiouſiy prevented 
the paiingany Adts tending towards Scre 
tem-ne, that all might continue ia dift:a 
ftion, whereby they hoped ta advance 
K., Fames's Interet, and make themſelves 
ſeem to be neceſſary to be favoured and 
imployeil by our K. 

My Lord, Chey were ſocrafty in thi 
Aﬀair, that they tound ways to flatter 
our K, with ſhews of d-p-ndence upon trs 
C Imency, and to. infinuate to him. that 
they would be content with an AT rf 
Grace and Pardon from him, rather thay 
longer toſcek for an 4 of /ndempnity (0 
clogged with Exceptions and Limitations, 
as the Convention propoſed. 

They crept into the Court, but were 
:mnpatient till they were (© indempaified , 
and admitted into places of Power 
and Trufts that they might over- 
look thoſe whom they had oppreſieq be- 
fore, and carry on their ol deitgns in the 
former Reigns. | 

It was not eaſie to diſcern the kitd-y 
Treachery to our K's IntereF, in ſecxing 
a thing ſo ſeemingly harmleſs as a Gen-r41 
Indempnity;but the deſigners knew the m \- 
chieyous conſequences of it ; they under- 
ftool1 that it would amount to our K's 
forſaking, or rather renouncing ſome of tne 
obief declayed Cauſes of his coming in Arms, 

He had called God to Witneſs, that 
he came to Execute Juflice upon thoſe 
Evil Miniſters of the late K's: who had 
ſubverted the Government, to iatroduce 
Popery and Slavery. They knew that it 
would Prevent the Terrour in futurity of 
Exemplary puniſhments upon the great- 
eft Traytors, which ought to have been 
one of our greateſt ſecurities of oar Li- 
derties and Lives againſt the Evil Mini- 
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fters of our Princes, T hey foreſaw,itwould 
Pifhonour, Both, the XK, and Parligment who 
ha4 declared divers Barbarous Muzrthers to 
have been committed upon perſons of ho» 
nour, and worthy Defenders of our Li- 
berties; whilſt their Murtherers ſhould 
ſtand ind:mpnified, and poſſeſs'd of ſome of 
the greatc/ſi Authornies in the Kingdom. 
They were welt adviſed, that it would 
ſecure the worſt Inſtruments of the form-r 
Tyrannics, tf be ready to continue the 
like miſchiefs, and ta infinuate them=« 
ſelves into our K's Councels, upon pre- 
tence of their being experienced in Govern- 
mnt, and always Zealous for Monarchy. 

Lord Lreut. Sir. You make it plain, that 
the Reor of all our Evils, and the Kingdoms 
pceſeat weakneſt and fears, had their fir/f 
riſe fram the fille Nortons at firſt given to 
the K. of rhi;gs and Men, arid the advices 
thereupon againſt his own, and che King- 
doms Intereſt. Bur pray, Sir, what otter 
Traitercus Prattifes did they uſe to d ceihe 
our k. by, to promate kk, Fam? Intercls 
azainſt his own 7 

Dep. Lizut. My Lord, they adviſed his 
Majzſty to Influence. ſuch Members of 
Pacliament as he could to ob/trutt the palc 
ling of the Bil depending for Corporations, 
whereby it was intended to ex:lade from 
the M.giltracy for ſome years all the pri: 
cipal Berray-rs and Surrendecers of Char- 
ters without the Gities and Town's con- 
ſ2nt, that by conſequence all theMagi- 
crates m.ght heave been choſen out of 
thoſe honelt Encliſkm-n, that had hazard- 
ec themſelves in oppoſing A. Fames his 
p:adiſ.s ro ſabvert our Religion, Law's 
and Liderties. 

Too much Credit was given to their 
falſe Sugg \.ivns matte to the A. that he 
would crta'e Multirules of Eremies if ach 
a Bill paſſ-d, and keep ſach quarrels an 
fewds a3 wcud ſet all the Cities and 
Towns on fire. 

Nox by this means moſt of the princip. 
Criminals and K. F.mes his Adhetents 
were ſuffered tocontinue in the Offices ax 
Truſt s of all the Corparztions, to be ready 
to chooſe Members for a ſucceeding Parliz. 
ment like themſelves, and: none would b« 
believed , that foretold the dinger. The 
ſpecious pretences of Moaderatioa an4 U- 
niting Parties, ſeemed to lay the A's 
Cares of his own Safety alcep. 
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And truly, my Lord, the ſame Party 
that were lo careful todelude the X. to fa- 
vour the Adherents of &, Fames in the 
Corporations, were no lels induſtrious to 
infinuate themſelves into his Service and 
Imployments , they were ſd proſperous in 
their Hattcries. that in a ſhort time, mos? 
of the Powers and Trujis bath Militiry and 
Crvil came into the Poſſesficn of thoſe that 
ought to have juffcre.! in ſome kind as Crimi- 
rals, | 

Lord Zi-us, Sir, You make me think how 
] was impoſed upon in ſetling the Depury- 
Lieurnaicy of this County. I was told (by 
tco good Authority /my Liſt would not be 
approved at Courr,if I lett out thoſe that 
had been put in by K. Fames, though 
they had too mnch ſerved his Intereft, It 
was ſaid, that | was nct to regard what 
they bad been, and what they had done 
under X.F.mes, if they would now take 
Commtrsfions from our A. I ought to 
be for kealins, and | muſt confeſs, 1 was 
© delulied, that it there ſhould be now

mnjt comrlzed with K. Fames to deſirey their 
Liberties. ani the very Peing of the City, 
were mact2 tis major Parr of the Lieute- 
nin:'y; and the Collonels, and other Com- 
mis/ion-Officers made ivy the ſrl Lieutenan- 
cy after the A-volution,of ſuch as had heen 
mot f.irhfaitothe City and their Coun- 
tries {.iertics , "and mai} zealcus for the 
p:eient Government, were at once rurned 
our by tre New Lieutenancy, 1 was then 
hopeleſs, tho 1 dreaded the Conſequence 
of making K. Zames's Party the Guzrd of 
our Deltiverer from his Oppresſions. 

Pep Lieu', My Lord, The Miſchiefs you 
prudentiy foreſaw of putting the Powers 
of 0:7 Countiy into unfaithtul aants. are 
naw iecn and felt by every honeſt Man. 
Rut,pray my Lerd,do you not thing, that 


our K. was as much betrayed it the Covun- 
cels given him about the XRedu@ ion of Jre- 
land , when theſe ſort ef Men had got in 
his Ear ? were notall their advices dirett- 
ed to cheriſn and keep alive K. Fames's In- 
tereft in Ireland ? 

I could never find any other reaſon, u hy 
Forty Sail of Stout Men of War, well e-

reſiſtance, have poſſe ſed themſelves of the 
Harbors of Cort and Kingſale in Ire] md, 
being then neither forrifyed nor g.rrriſoned, 
and that alone had prevented ail the De. 
ſigns of K.Fames and the French XK. upoen 
that Kingdom , and ſaved all that vaſt + x- 
pere: of Blood and Tre:ſur:, which it hath 
tince colt to reduce it , beſides the Spoil 
and DeftruQion by War.which hath laid a 
greatPartof that Country wa!/! and deſol :t-, 

1 dread the thoughts of the Account that 
muſt be given of three or fourſcore thou- 
ſand Mens Blood, needlefly ſpilt in that 
Kingdom, 

It part of the Fleet had been thus im- 
ployed , the reft had been ſufficient to 
have cruſhed all the ficft preparations of 
the French for a Naval War, 

The two late Xnzs had fo abſolutely 
betrayed this A{#r2.0m to France, that he 
had neither fortifyed Brefl.ncr Sr, 1ilees, 
ror Sherhorn,nor Hivre-de-Grace. nor any 
of his Harboursin our Seas unleſs we ſhall 
reckon Dunkirk for one, which was forti- 
fred by us, and then baſely ſo14 to him. 

It had been an eaftte Work in the early 
Spring of 1699. {if the Advices of thei? 
faithful to our K. had taken place Jto have 
burnt by ſurpiize the Frerch Ships in all 
thoſe Harbours, which had f-cured our 
Merchants a free and open T1ade, and put 

vr Dominion of the Seas paſt all Di:pure, 

How many brun1rei Sail of Trading 
Ships woul:] have been preſerved by thet 
means to incre:ſe the 5:rength and Wealth 
of England, which now nct only ſerve 
for Trophtes to the french,hutto augment 
the Strength aad Wealth of that Monarch, 
and ſet up his People for Traders, and 
breeding >camen,to make his X:val Force 
ſerve his Erpire by Lind? 

Lord Licut, Sir, Do not wonder, that the 

Fleet

Fleet was not made ule of to the purpoſes 
you mention, which had utterly ſurprized 
both French and Iriſh; I can aſſure you 
the Triirerous Adviſers, who had crept in- 
to our Court had reſolved,that it was moſt 
for X.Fames his Intereft to have a Wir, 

His 014 Officers in their uſual Language 
of Dammizrg, ſaid, they muſt have a War, 
or elſe they might hang themſelves. It was 
thought fit by the moſt crafty to keep 
things in di/traZion, to make the new Go- 
vernment more burthenſom to the People 
than the 014, togain time to wear off the 
reſentments of K.Fames his T yrannies,to 
move pity in many towards him, and his 
pret:nded Son, to throw in Scruples in the 
Peoples minds about the claiming a Sxc- 
cesfien by Divine Right, and the Lawfulneſs 
of d-pofing of a King. 

They knew that the French muſt have 
time to form a Heet,and to ſupply X. F. 
with Arms,Men and Money to diſtreſs our 
XK. in Irelandand Sco:1.nd, and you cannot 
but remember by the Debates in your 
Houſe, how delays were fludyed in the 
Preparations againft the 1r7{h. 

Dep, Lieu', My Lord, 1 can never for- 
get the long Debates kept up in our Houle 
about Declaring the Iriſh War, the Sums 
to be given for tnat Ule, the rime for which 
they were to be continued, and the Arts 
uſed to lengthen them, and keep off the 
Concluſion 3 which could be intended for 
nothing but Delays. 

In the interim, our 7, was treacherouily 
adviſed to ſend Collonel Fzmbleton to T yr- 
connel, and to wait the Ifue of his Nego- 
tiation ; the effett whereof was his Cons 
juntion with Tyrconn-1, to diſ2rm the Protee 
#.nts, to form an iſh Army, and d=clare 
YVar againtit our X. : 

My Lord, we found no ſmall diffhcultics 
to croſs the treach?rous Atvices of Delay, 
and obtain from our X,a Proclamation, ap- 
Pointing a ſhort time for rhe 7r3fþ to ſub- 
mit to his Obedience, or elf: ty ſtand D.- 
clared Traitors and Rebels. 

L ſaw, to my Grief, the faithful Duke 
Schmoerg's Excellent Advice could not pre- 
vail, when he wiſely pronoſed an immedi:te 
March of an Army for Ireland in the firſt 
of the Spring, to have paſſed through 
Scotland to Port Parrich, from whence they 
might paſs to 7rcl,and in a few bours; which 
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had ſecured the K ingdom of Scotland in their 
Paſſage, and had ſo ſurprized the Jriſn,they 
had never been able to have formed an 


- Army fit to oppole us. 


1 obſerved that the Firſt Officers com- 
mended to our K. to ingage in that 1rſb 
Wir, were of thoſe that 
had ſ:rvzd X. Fames,and in Coll, Lundy 
this firſt Tryal they we: e put Major Tiffeny 
ſo near London-Derry, they 
ſhamefully ſhewed either their Treactery, 
or Cowardiſe, which encouraged the E- 
nemy to undeitake the Zlgody Siege of 
thac miſerable Town. 

it was, my Lord, by Advice of the 
ſame Stamp, that a Commiſion was obtaia- 
ed t&r Coilonel Lundy, to be Governour 
vt London-Derry, and to ſead two Regis 
ments only for the Defence of that Town, 
and all the Prorefants of the North of Ire- 
lang, when all the reſt of that King- 
dom was unaer K. Famcsy's Power ; and 
the Officers ſo ſent 
ſhewed quickly they be- 
longed to K. Fames, 
and reſolved, together 
with the good Governour Lundy, to 
wichdraw their force, and leave the Town 
for K. Fam:ss Service, and haftened a- 
gain for England, 

Our Houſe indeed was ſcn/ible of the 
Treachery, and Examined the Officers 
themſclves and others, and moved tor ex- 
emplary Puniſhment ; eſpecially that Zuny 
ſhould be tryed for his Life, 

They were in Priſon for a little while, 
and thoſe that adviſed the Imployment of 
them tock care for their ſecurity and 
Liberty - without the trouble of Try- 
als, 

My Lord, It was ro leſs than a Won- 
der that theſe treacherous dealings had 
not. made A, Fames mafter of the whole 
Kingdom ot [r-lind; that a confuſed Num- 
ber of Proteſtants in meer Deperation 
ſhouli rhrow themſelves into a Town fo 
deſeitcd , reſolving to ſell their Lives at 
the dear:/l Rate they could , that Men wur- 
Skill-d in War ſhould neither fear Sword 
nor Famine , when the firergth of thac 
v. hole Xingd.m with the French Aux li :- 
ries came againſt them; yet the reſu't of 
ti.c Advice, then given, was to ſend M:jor 
General A7rk with Proviſtens, Arms and 
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Men, to relieve that famiſhing People ;'but 
when his Fleet was fafe in''the River of 
Zondon-derry , though'the Peopie in great 
numbers ſtar ved every day , he never at- 
cempted to relieve them, unter p;etence 
that the paſſtoe-of the River tothe Town 
was ſtopt by Brrrhs, the Caſtle forrifycd, 
and the whole bank of the River ftreng- 
thened with Breafl-werts, lincd with 
Mufquereers. 
but our 'Houſe of Commons hearing 
that ſeveral thoufands were ftarved in 
the Town for want of the Proviſions fent, 
they examined the matter, and found by 
ſufficient Witneſſes, that -when Major Ge- 
neral Kirk arrived in the River, and for 
{ome tine after, there was no Bomb , nor 
any thing like it; No Ca8te with a Gua 
in it, nor Brea#-work , nor Muſquerrer on 
either'tiJethe River, nor any Thing that 
could have binJred his re/teveng the town, 
if he had intended -it; but it appeared, 
that he withdrew his Fleet, and Lande! 
his Forces in an Iffand to ſeeure himſelf, 
where he fezfted and rveHed with fome 
. of the principal Rebels, with whom he 
had lately ſerved K.Frmes: In the mean 
time the miſerable People of the Town 
were left without help, until their own 
Courage and Condit, with Gods affiftance 
forced the Enemies to raiſe ite Si-ge, 
Lord Lieut, You ſo diſcover the jill Coun- 
cels from tepto ſtep,that I hope you kept 
a Fournzl of them. Pray did none bluſh, 
when your Houſe was examining the'e 
Treacheries ? Were none of the Councils 
changed, when the 'Houle ſhewed ſuch F-4- 


Jouſies of the Managers of thoſe Aﬀeairs , 


and complained of the unfairhfulneſs 
of the Miri/tersof State? 

Truly ,my Lord, K, Fam:s's Party grew 
ſo bold, that the fouleft Attion mentioned 
did not want an Advocezre, that Party 
ſtuck to their point of de]:ying the dif- 
patch of an 4rmy for /reland, and gave XK, 
F1m-s the whole Spring, and much of the 
Summer of the Year 168g. to ftrengthen 
himſelf, and they applyed themſelves 
chiefly to gzt thoſe that barcd our X. in 
their kearts into the Offices, upon which 
the Succeſs and Beirg of the Army depen- 
ded. 
They ſhewed themſelves in the Provi- 
fon of Aorſas for the Artery and Carrid- 


ges, the buying Stores of Biskers, Meal, 
Orts, and FYittuzls, the preparation .of 
Tran{port Ships and Convoys, the Orders 
for marching the Regiments of More tor 
that Fxpedition, and the Commiſpar ies tac 
the Swores tor the 4rmics ſubfiſtence. 

I fay, my Lord, ia the Condud of ail 
this, and the Choice of the Officers for 
them, tiere appeared ſa much Treacter+, 
upon the Ex.mination taken in cur Houiz 
about them, that many of us were afraid 
that the Armics would be betrayed-into 
X, F.mes's hand. Honeſt Duke S:onberg's 
Seoul was fo fretted by his long waiting 
at Ciefter, to get together but a ſmaV 
Body :f Foot by the diſappointments (thro' 
the preterded miſtakes of Orders) of the 
ccming of his #orſe, by the untitneſs of 
the Tranſpors Skips to carry over the 4r- 
ri!l.ry and Carriage-Horſes,by the neglett 
of nec*ſiry Proviſion of Stores, and put- 
ting Wheat on Poard inſtead of Bjisker and 
Meal, by the favour of long expeted Con- 
voys, and other ſupplies, that the paoer 
Gen:leman chole to buyz.rd himſclf with 
out a Convoy, and his ſmall body of Foot, 
with few, or no Troops Of #orſe, and with- 
out any Carriage or Artillery- Horſe to try 
his Fortune to get upon 7riſh Land, when 
the Winds would ſuffer him, being wil- 
lingto run the urmoft danger of periſhing, 
rather than not ro attempt ſome relief to 
the poor Proteſtants, and ſuffer the Trea- 
cle:y of thoſe imployed to hazard the re- 
putation of his faithfulneſs, 

Yet when the poor Gentleman (in de- 
ſpite of all their falſchood ) had Landed 
his ſm4Ill Army. he could not pur ſus the E- 
nemy for want of thoſe Troops of Herſe, 
and Carriap--Horſes and other Neecſſa- 
ries left behind. But the Treachery con- 
tinued in detaining them, and in letting 
the Carrizge- Horſes to hire for Plow and 
Crt about Cheſter, and that Villany en- 
forced him to encamp at Dundalk, in the 
Enemies Quarters, and uſe his Excellent 
Conduct in ſaving ſo ſmall a party againft 
XK. Fames's Numerous Army 3 tho the 
unwhol: ſomneſs of the place.acd the fai (cur 
of the ſupplies expeed. occaſioned the 
Deaths of many worthy Gentlemen.an the 
miſerable Sickneſs and ſufferirgs of many 
more, and the loſs of Ten rhouſand Prote- 
ſtants before bhe Spring following. 
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"That Treacberos party had prefumed 
to put the Stores, that were the Life of 
the Army, into the hands of fome that 
were ſo notorious in K. Famer's Inte- 
ret, that onr K. was convinced of the 
Danger , and ſent Ocders to ſeize 1be 
Stores, and ſecure their perſons, books and 
pap?rs 3 Ani tho the XK, and Parliament 
agreed there was too much reaſon for it, 
yet that party had ſuch Intereft and Fa- 
your to prote& them, that rheir Offences 
are covered ro this day , aud they thought 
worthy of Truit. 

Lord Lieu', Sir.upon our Review of this 
Firtt years Adminitration, it is a wonder 
to me, that the K. did not fee how K. 
Fmes's party Flattered and 5zrrayed him 
in his Conncels and Mangement of his For- 
ces ; and whileft they pretended to come 
into his Intereſt to ſerrle him, they had 
wz2akned him in Reputation , Treaſure , 
any Force; and more wunſerrl-d him in 
Feb. 16$g. then when he was ficit Pro- 
claimed K. in Feb, 1688. 

Dep. Lieut, My Lord, I cannot Imagine 
what that party whiſpered to our K. to cre- 
ate in hima difiru/t of thoſe that had been 
and were more faithful to him,nor how they 
gained ſuch Credic with him, that rather 
than part with them from his Councells , 
-he choſe te diſsuft the principle Noble» 
men and Gentlemen who had hazarded 
their Lives and Fortunes for his Alvance- 
mens to the Throne. 

But it was ſo plain to our Fouſe of 
Commens, that the Firſt Councels of the 
Revolution were declined, and all Aﬀairs 
dire&ed by the Advices of thoſe who had 
been Inſiruments in the late ſubverfions , 
that there were daily complaints of it in 
our Houſe, and many Members ſpoke it 
out, that ſuch and ſo many Miſcarrizges 
bothat S-4 and Land, could proceed from 
nothing but Treachery 3 from thence aroſe 
Debates about Addreſes to remove thoſe 
from his Councels, who had openly oppo- 
fed the ſettlement of our K, and former- 
ly betrayed Englznd to France, and been 
declared by the Commons in Parliament 
En:mies to-2be Laws and Liberties of En- 
and, andthat they ought to have been 
removed from K. Ch. Is Counſels and 
Prefence for ever. 

But that party falſely ſuggeſted at Court, 


that our honeſt Members intended to re- 
ſtrata XK ingly power, and fo cried out of the 
Danger forthe K.to ſuffer his Servants and 
Miniſters to be torn from him by Parlia- 
ment, that at laft they perſwaded him i 
was bis Intereſt forthwith to difotve that 
GREAT CONFENTION, and to gratific 
their Revenge upon thoſe whu had diſco- 
vered their Treacheries, they induced the 
K. to difſulye it ſudierly, without thoſe 
reſpetts (of declaring his Intentions before 
hand, and adviſing to finiſh the ſeveral 
Bills before them) which ay our &*s who 
are well with their People, were want to 
p4y to Parliaments. 

Lord Lteut. Sir, I think time hath 
made it manifeſt, that Treacherous Couus- 
cels cauſed the I. to difalve that Convrn- 
tzon, and the time and meanrer of its difſo- 
lution ſurprized every man that had been 
alive in the R-volution with a Senſe of 
his danger 1 Y:£ Tdoubt fome of us, that 
might have 5een heard, did not ſhew the 
K. /o plainly as we ought , how he was 
therein betrayed, and the Ground cut fi om 
under his Feet by thoſe wicked Flatterers. 

He ought to have been toid, that 
he df! royed his own Title and Claim to 
the Crown, by diſſolving the Conent{qn, 
before they had provided (by 04th wir 
Sub:criation of a Declaration. as was pro» 
poſed, .or any other way proper for a 
Convention of the people to ſertje a Gr- 
vernment when the Throne is Vacant) for 
the peoples general Alloaance cf the 
Right and Juftice of the Now Settlement 
aud for a perpetual Succeſſion of Antho- 
rities to be derived only from them. 

He ſhauld have been minded, that ſome 
of his own Councel bad aſrred in the Con- 
vention, that the people could nor make bim 
XK; and that there could be zo Legal Par- 
liament, unleſs called by X. F's Frir, and 
the Members took the Oathz of Alegizrce to 
K. F. as the Star. of 5 Eliz. requires. 

If he believed thoſe his Councelors, he 
had no power to call a Parliament,nor was 
there any Jawful Declaration tht the. 
Throne was Vacant, that all K. Fames's par- 
ty were as muchat Liberty to maintain his 
Gs as when the K. Landed at 7or- 

2y. 

It ought to have been told him, that 
the Authors of thoſe Conncels to Dig tvs 
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that Convention before ſuch a Settlement , 
knew too well that they made himſelf 
Cancel all his Proclamations againſt the 7- 
riſh as R-hels and Traytors tohim, and all 
his Commiſſions given to ſuppreſs and ſub- 
due them as of no 4uthortty. 

They knew that by making the Zegali- 
ty of the As of the Convention doxubrful, 
they revived the diſputes concerning the 
Coll:ting and Levyirg the publick Reve- 
res payable to the late K's and the Z:$4- 
liy of all the Taxes impoſed for the 
year 16$3. which thzy were corfident the 
Fudges durſt not have derermin-4, not to 
mention more particulars ,they gave a fair 
occalion for K. Fares to play his Game 
in IreJiid, and to have ſent out his Brits 
for a Parlizment 11 Englasd, 

D-p. Lieur, My Lord, Has not your 
Lordihip forgotten to mention one pare of 
the Cunning of the Treaſunable Alvice to 
Diſolve the Convention? was it not to put 
it into the pewer of the Corporation-M n 
appointed by K. Fames's Charters to chooſe 
the greateſt pare of the M mbers of the 
Parliament they adviſed our K. to call ? 

When the People choſe the Convention, 
thoſe that had berroy:d the Liberties of the 
Corporations were under the dread of their 
own Guile and Puniſkmert, and durft not 
oppoſe the Favourers of the Revolurzon 3 
but they had then heen ſo long Sheltred, 
and ſo many of their Lead:rs put into 
Powers and Truſts under our K. that they 
durft conteſt the Yalidi:y of K, Fames's 
Charters, and preſumed to fet up for 
\-mbers of Parliament, ſuch as they hoped 
would keep them in the Powers of the 
'-orporations which they had gotten. 

Lord Lieut, Sir, There were ſo many 
Treacheries in that Advice to Diſolve the 
onventien at that time, that they cannot 
he all Named. It deliyed the Reli:f of 
Jreland for two or three Months of the 
*nring of the Year 1690. It loft thoſe 
.-1cav-Bills for that expedition which iay 
pon the Table almo/t finifhed by the H, of 
Commons, 

it kept the Forces under Duke Sctor 
b-rg in a layvirg Condition, unable to tale 
the Field againſt the Enemy. 

[t prevented the Proviſion of a [uffict- 
ert Force at Se, ant fo retarded the ſetting 
eut of our Fleet, as gave the Frenen the 


boldneſs to enter our Channel, and Artacque 
us almoſt in our own #2rbours, with ſuch 
ſucceſs againſt us, and our Alies, as lot 
ſome thouſands of Lives, and many 2 good 
Ship, to our Eternal dilhonour, 

The French had (acl; hopes, that by 4i/. 
ſolving the Conv-mion, the Power of K, 
Fames's patty was revived, that they bra- 
ved it up and down upon our Coaffs, and 
took up the Z/arbour where our K.Landed, 
and cauſed ſuch difira2ions in the King- 
dom as coft at leaft a 31:4/zon of Meny 1a 
drawing out the Militia. 

Yet among all the miſchievous 'ntenti- 
ons of this 4dvice, I take the word of a5 
to have been that kind of neceiry which 
their Councils and Management of affairs 
Put upon our K. to expole his &cy.42 ver- 
/on to the Suffering and #azards cf that 
Iriſh War , from which they wickedly ho- 
ped he ſhovl.l never have rerurned; And 
we muft all thank God for laving our De- 
Itverer from periſhing by a Caron-Ball that 
touched h's Body. 

Dept.Lirut, My Lord, I had never ſeen 
ſo clearly that our K. was berrayed in every 
thing, if I had not been choſen of this Par- 
lizment, and obſerved what ſort of Men 
were buſte without doors in perſwading the 
M-mbers, that all the Convention did, 
ought to be Null and Fad; and 1 heard 
mention made by /cme M-mbers of confirm. 
ing their Ais, and it was ſharply repl;ed, 
that what was Yoid from the beginning , 
could never be confirme/, 

Many about the Court privately Sollici- 
ted the M-mbers of our Houle to avoid 
the mention of the 4s of the Convention, 
ſaying, pray leave them as you find them, 
but their deſign was to keep up the Nori- 
on of X. Fames's Right, and to make this 
Parliament as well as the Convention, to be 
of no Authority, knowing that it is called, 
and fits only by force of tne 4s of the 
Conventiins 

It was a happy head, that in order to a 
Settlement of the K's Throne. contrived 
the 21} to ackncwledge, that Ahetr Pa: 
jeſttes were, are,and of Kight ought 
to be, by the Laws of this Kealm, 
our Dovereign Liege Loz2d and La- 
Dy, &c. and to enatt, that atl the Ags 
of che Conventtoaal Parliament , 

Vere 
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were, and are Laws anz Statutes 
of the Kingdom, 

Yet, to my knowledg,there wanted not 
\Whiſperers to the X, that it was of dar- 
gerous Conſequence to offer that Bill, and 
treacherouſly adviſ-4 him to uſe his /:tere/t 
amongſt the M:miers of both Houſes to 
Liy it afide. | 

And pray, my Lord, may I not reckon 
among thele Treacheries the Advices and 
Solicitations to our K. to ſend a general 
Bill of Grace and f+ee Pardon, and with- 
out regard to Exemplary Fuſtice, for thoſe 
Tre:ſons and Murthers and other High 
Crimes committed before his coming hi- 
ther? #3 

I amſare the ſame ſort of Men, that ſo- 
licited againſt the ſecurity of the Govern- 
ment, were thoſe that flattered his Maje- 
Ry by that 4# of Grace to provide for 
their Security, if it ſhoul1l ſtand ; they not 
only deceived the K.of the great Forfei- 
tures and Fines that ought inJuſtice to have 
bora ſome part of the Charge of his Exp-- 
di:i6n hither ; but have ſet all their Paity 
at leaſt upon Fven Ground with the mott 
Innocent Sufferers for their Country, to be 
proferred to all forts of Magiſirictes and 
Au-borities, and ſaved them from making 
reparations to mul: itud?s, whom they had 
oppreſt under colour of Autkorzty in the 
twolaft Reigns. 

I have heard ſome of them laugh at the 
Deceit put upon the X, by that 47 of 
Grace, and the form:} Exception of a fow 
Perſons , that were no91 the greateft Cri- 
minals, They knew that thoſe Exceptions 
could be of no effet for ex-mplzry Fufl ice 
and Security, as the Conven:i;n intended, 

The Chref Crimes committed in thoſe 
late Reigns, bot't in the Councels ant! 
Courts of Fuſlice.were Treafons ar rheCom- 
mon Law, and tryable jn Payli:ment only, 
(2eing of a more peraicious nature than 
thoſe ſpecifyed in the Statutes) ani theſe 
Offenders with their Adherentz of leffzr 
guilt, ſhould have been reſerved for their 
Tryals in Parli;zment, and P-nal:i-s th have 
been ſet by them, and ex-mpted from the 
Power of the X.to pardon, as in ſuch Ca- 
les has been uſual. 

But the #x5p:723n made of a few, ſuch 
as they are. without n.imir,o or di” inouith- 
ing their Crimes, without enatting any 
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Courſe for their proſecution , and withot” 


Exemption from Common P.;r.!ons at plea- 
ſure, could amount to no more tian to 
make the Pecple bope in viin for ſome V ia- 
dication of publick Juftice, 

Time has ſhewed the Craft of this Con - 
trivance by the /n{-mpnitz of all the Per- 
tons excepred, that are not fince ink ebc<li*- 
on againſt our A. 7 Proceſs has ifſued a- 
gainft any of them, not 2 pexny of their 
Eſt ztes, nor one bir of their heads hat! 
been touched; and ſev?ral of them have 
ever ſince ſate in the Houſe of Lords, as 
our Legiſlators, 

Lord Li-ut, Sir, If you will have my 
Opinion of the XK. his Bi! of Grace, I 
think they d:c-ived him to weaken his or-n 
Interef}, under a ſpecicus ſhew to flrengthen 
it, 

All the Enemies to K.W:U:;am his com- 
ing to the Throne became bold and attive 
to ſubvert him, avd aſſuming to them- 
ſelves to be the beſt and frong?ft Party, 
they would ſcarce ſuffer any things to be 
done, but 5y their advices; and all his Af- 
fairs were ſo managed, that ſcarce any 
thing had good Succeſs. 

They counſelled him to hazard his A-y- 
al Perſon ina dangerous War in Flinders, 
white the War raged in /rclind, and the 
Deſolations there daily increaſed. They 
knew the Troops could not be recalled 
from Ir:1and, unleſs the Proreftznrs of that 
Kingdom had been arm-d, as they had of- 
ten peritzonel; and that therefore the 
Number of the Troops, that ke could car- 
ry trom his own Kingdom muſt he ſma/”. 
and yet their 4dvices would not ſuffer him 
to give Arms to thoſe Protetants . whicti 
would have enabled him to have wate uſt 
of moſt of thoſe forces in Irelind againſt 
France. 

The Ifſue of that C:mp :2ne of 1531. 1 
need not tell you, it is too well known, 
that the Rrong City of Mons wis loft to 
tne French K. to ſtrengthen his Frontters, 
and that the French Bravoes boaſted, that 
t'1-y dare to charge the R-2r of our Con- 
f-d-razes in their breaking up the Cam- 
p27”, 
| know 10: by what Conncels the 4f- 
f :ivs at Sea that Year were diretted,and the 
Officers choſen ; but this I knew, that the 
Succeſs of the Fleet was no b«tter than 
ta, 


that of our Armics'at Land, and by all-our 
Pxpence both of Blood and Treaſure; the 
Power of France was rather increaſed than 
diminiſhed. 

Dep. Lieut, My Lord, Pray let me mind 
your Lordſhip of what I obſerved in our 
Houſe of Commons , after the K,had been 
adviſed to go for Flanders : They ſo preſ- 
ſ-d upon the Houſe to haften the morey- 
Bil's, that they gave us ao time to think of 
QUr own nh in his abſence. 

Many of us ſaw the danger of the G-- 
vernment from the Perſons put in 4nhberiry 
after the AT of Grace, and offered a pro- 
viftion of the honeſt l-curi'y, that af ad- 
mitted into their Majeſty*> Service, ſhould 
ſubjcribe a Declira'ion , That their Mije- 
fties were, avs, and of right oughs to be, by 
the Laws of this Realm, our Soveraign Lt-g2 
Lord and Lily X.and ©. but by divers Arti- 
fices under pietence of Haſt, that Bz 
was evaded, and our ſecret Enemies left to 
play their Game, whilſt our K.was abroad. 

Then, my Lord, the myſterious Conſtru - 
tions of the Oath of Allegiance , which 
Come adviſers (falſe to the Government) 
had only whiſpered, hEgan tobe made put- 
F:kt, whereby they would have taken off 
all the binding Powers of that Oath to our 
K. and Q. 

It was firft inflilled into the Cl-rgys 
heads, and they began to appear in ſom? 
places in combined Numbers before the 
Sefions of the peace, where they were bound 
to take it, demanding Allowance to put 
their own perverred S2nce upon the Oaths, 
and to Enter it upon Record. 

They invented the Noronal Diſtin@iom 
between a K. de fatot9 de Fure, of a K. 
in Fad, and a K. in Right, allewing ne 
more to our K. than to have «nju/tly got 
the Poſſeſion of the Crown, without Rzght 
or 77:/c,and maintaining the R7ght to be 
in K. Fames, * 

Thence they tavght that the taking rhe 
01th of Allegiance to our K.and Q:. was 
no acknowl:dgment of their Right to the 
Crown, nor inconfiſtent with the Oaths, 
they had taken to K. F:mes, and that the 
power that our K. and Q. had gained made 
it lzwful to ſwear Allegiance to them and 
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obey them whileft K. F. is unable ta 
proted them, provided they did nowhing 
againſt his Right. 

+ To the ſame purpoſe they cryed up the 
Stqture of the 11 A, 7. which enatted, 
that it ſhould nor be Treaſon ro follow a 
K. inpoſ:;Jion, and therefore adviſed K. 
Fames's Officers and Friends,that they might 
without danger of . Treaſon take Imploy- 
ments under K, F7iliam until they ſhould 
have a time to appear for their rrue &, 

And to undermine our K's true Title, 
they ſet up for him f-Iſe rlitms , which 
lerved only to keep up quet:uns about his 
1itle, and to infinuate, that he had no 
Leg. Right to the Crown, For tbat Rea- 
ſon they beldly Printed a Claim for him 
by ablulute Carqueſt, and procured from, 
the Court to have it publiſhed by Autho- 
ritY. 

There was alſo a former Treatiſe by the 
Right Revzrend the Biſhop of St. Aſaph 
Pcinted, and diſperſed, called, God's ways 
of diſpoſing Kingdoms , to juftifie the 
Crown to have been diſpoſed of by 
God to our K., by the means of his Sword. 

Ard to avoid our Laws for his Set- 
tlement , another pretence of Divine 
Right was alſo (et up under the Aicry No- 
rion of a Deliver: r. 

Yet none of theſe New A4tremprs to ſub- 
vert our K's Title to the Crown by the 
Laws of the Realm, have been thought fir 
to be Proſecuted, nor any man Jndifed for 
them tho they were manifeftly deſ'gn*d to 
ſubvert our Fundamental Laws deciared in 
this &-valution, and the Right and Pro- 
perty of every Man's Eſtate in England. 

And as they thus uſed various Artifices 
te render our K's Title uncertain, either 
from God or Man, lighting and decrying 
the plein contratt between our K, and Q, 
and th people by their Repreſentatives, (0 
they Induftriouſly ob@ru#ed a Declaration 
of the particular Tyrannies of K. Fames, 
whereby it might have been manifeft to 
all the World. that he renounced and 2b- 
dicated his Office of an Engliſh Legal K. 
to be an abſolute Tyrant, that had a!) our 
Laws in his Breaft to ſuſpend the Executis 
on of them as he thought fit, 


+ Vide The Caſe of Ales 
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Whileſt they could 4v97d ſuch a Decli- 
ratiox, they thought K, F's Caſe would 
ever be deſperate. and the Sufferings un- 
der him would flide our of Memory, and 
in a little time they might dare to com- 
pare (as they now do by printed Papers) 
the times of bis Rergn with the preſent, to 
delvde the people. 

Lord Lieut. Sir, There is another A-t hath 
been uſed to weaken our K's Title, which 
you have not mentioned ; they have dex- 
rerouſly avoid:d the matrer of the ſuppo- 
jed Prince of Wales, and would nor ſuffer 
it to be brought into Parliament, that 
the Impojture might have been there 
proved, and declared to all the World, 

From thence occaſion is taken to move 
pity to that poor /unocent Prince, as they 
call im, ſuggeſting, that he might have 
been bre1 a Prore/taxt , and all contefts 
quieted about the Szcceffon to the Crown, 
and the grounds of a perpernal War avoid- 
ed, whereby they indeavoured to co0l rhe 
peoples Aﬀetions towards our K. and keep 
them in doubts of New Revolutions. 

Dept. Zieutr. My Lord, I ſee ſo much 
Treachery in the whole management of the 
K*s affairs, that ſcarce have I patience to 
think of any more particulars. The whole 
Adminiftration is put into ſuch hands as 
would make a Man belieye, that a de/ign 
is deeply and ſtrongly laid to bring back K, 
Fames ; moſt of the Fuflices of rhe Peace 
throughout ENGLAND, (whoſe faithful 
Execution of the Laws is the Strength of 

the Government,) are now ſuch as would 
certainly be ready to bid him welloome , 
and many of them ſo ſcandalous in their 
very Morals, that the Q.yyas conftrained 
by Proclamation to oxder the Execution of 
the Laws againft Debauchery,even amongſt 
themſelves, 

And my Lord, to prove that the powers 
of the Militiaare in no better hands, 1 
ſhall need no other proof, than to pray 
four Lordſhip ro Jock quer your own Liſt. 

Lord Liewt, Sir, 1thigk we may conclude, 
without looking further into the manage- 
ment,that if rhgſe who adviſe our K. in his 
Admiziſtration had not been falſe to his In- 
tereſt, the Kingdom might have now been 
free from the Trouble and charge of Rai- 
fng rhe Militia, as weare Commanded, 

I know not whether we are able any 
\& 
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way tow to ſecure either their Maje/lres,or 
our ſelves. I ſee by the Gazetts and Pro- 
clamations, that the Q. and her Council 
know not how far this Conſpiracy doth ex- 
tend. Several of ths Lords of our Houſe 
are in hold under the Charge of the Trea- 
ſon ; divers of the officers of her Majefties 
preſent Guards and other Troops are fe- 
cured; ſome that were lately in great 
Command in the 4rmy, are nuw in the 
Tower; 4ivzrs both Lords and others are 
fed; and, as 1 hear, great Numbers are 
ſuſpeited to have waited for the Landing of 
the French, to have ſhewn themſelves ih 
Arms againft their Majefties; and in ſhort, 
there is too much reaion to fear a gener 24 
Revolt of moſt in Authority, it their Ser- 
vice thould be wanted againſt K. Fam-s, 

Dep. Pieur. My Lord, | begin to doudt 
whether the Q. hath had faithfu} Advice 
to command the XR :j/inf the Mili:14 every 
where upon this A/lzym., It ſhews toai 
her Znentes, that we are in Great Fear, it 
increaſes the Burth.ns and Vexations of 
the prople, it renders Ks Fames's party 
more conſiderable than 1: hope they are : 
And 1 ſ{cens ſafety to he expetted f:om ic 
whileft it is under /uch Command, and out 
of a Method long lookt tor from the Par- 
liament, to make it Eaſie and Uſeful. 

Lord Lieu!, Sir, I can give you no Judg- 
ment of rkis Advice, fave only that it is 
ſuirabls to all the reft, which hath been to 
make a ſhew of preſerving this Gover! - 
menr, but in Truth to keep it wnſertles, 
and to preſerve XK, Fmes's prerences alt? 
among the people, and at laſt to perſwade 
them there is a neceſay for his retarn , 
France being too Potent for us, and nei- 
ther ſafety nor trad- to be hoped for with- 
out Peace with him « and to be plain, I 
doubt that all the Adweces given to the X. 
about the AMuinagement of this War, have 
tend=d to the ſame purpoſe. 1 can never 
believe it had been otherwiſe poſſible that 
the K. ſhould have been adviſed to have 
made a War upon France by Land, when 
the experience of all Ages hath proved, 
that this 1/znd could neither be ſafe nor 
free without abſolute Dominion of our Seas. 

The X's adviſers could not be ignorant 
of @ur Ancient Hiftories, that whenſoe- 
ver any Nejgkbgur Nation could make 
their Srjpe (ſvch pittiful things as they 
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then were) more Numerous than onri,this 
Ifand was bacaſſed, Robbed and, Spoiled , 
juſt as we ar: now frighined,and in Fine forced 
to receive new Mzfters. 

* [is notorious, that the Romans, Danes, 
Saxons, and Normans,by the help of their 
Ships, became Maters of r2is Kingdom. 

Thoſe Adviſers could not but know , 
that all our former Princes (till Charles the 
IJ. betrayed us) were ſo jealous of the 
French getting powerat Sea,that they durſt 

tattempr it, until Zer.4.reſuming upcn 
the Friendſhip of Q. Eliz. they began to 
builia Ship of Force ; yet a Meſſage was 
ſoon ſent him, that if hedid not deft, it 
{hould be burnt in his Harbour. 

\ They could not but underſtand, that if 
our Seas were abſulutely commanded by us, 
the K.might have been our of danger cf cx- 
poſing bis Perſon in War, and we might have 
jate in Sefery, laughing at all the deſigns 
that tke Councel of France could invent 
againit us, 

Doubtleſs, they knew that the French 
Kirg could neither have had Money,Men 
nor Arms to «f-:d his Neighbours, if the 
many Miliicrs of Money given by Parlia- 
-n:nt fince this Revolution had been ſpent 
in Naval Fcrces, put into skilful and faith- 
ful hands, which had applyed themſelves 
to prevent the Trade of the French with 
uther Nations. 

It would have coft, Jeſs than the Money 
2tvento have ſent out yearly a Royal Fleet 
of a kundred Sail for our defence and 
glory , as early in the Spring as was need- 
tul ; and over and above to have hired a 
Eundred Sail of the beft Merchants to have 
heen wholely imployed to deſtroy their 
-iſhing in New-found-Land, and their In- 
zereft in America , to have cruſhed their 
Yillanous Privateers , and have burnt the 
Ships of Trade in all their Zarbours. 

Thisalone had ſecured Europe from the 
French Tyranny, given Safety, Peace and 
Trade to England, and made him ſend K. 
Fames to a Convent todo Pennance for the 
{1s he hath done. 

Theſe Adviſers could not but know,that 
he Strength and Wealth of England could 
zever haxe been leflened by a War againft 
*6e French at Sea (unleſs ſome {pecial an- 
ger of God had been ſhewn againſt us) 
gur Country could have aftorded better 
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Ships, and Men, and Commanders, for the 
Sea than was poflible tor the French K. to 
have provided , there had been a perpetual 
Spring to ſupply our Expences, the Mo- 
neys had returned, as it were, in a Circle, 
unto the Gentlemen, Tradeſmen and Far- 
mers , becauſe the Beef, the Pork, the 
Bread, the Peaſe, the very clothoig of the 
Seamen, had been of our own growth and 
manufaure , and the more Ships had been 
equipped for Sea, the more had Trade and 
the price of our Cemmolites been advan- 
ced , and our force had been increaſed by 
ufing it, in regard more of our /:50r70us 
Youth would have applyed themſelves to 
the Sea-Afairs upon ſuch Encouragement, 
and increaſe of their Numbers would na- 
turally and neceſſarily have promoted 
Trade and Power , and made all Nations 
court our Friendſhip. 

Surely, theſe could not have been for- 
gotten, having been ſo lately proved by 
thiſe, who purſued this courſe, who were 
without Right and Title to the Government 
and yet were ſubmitted to by all theWorld. 

But on the contrary , theſe Adviſers 
muſft needs underftand , that when they 
counſelled the K.to war againft France at 
Land, it muſt be upon very wegqual Terms, 
both of expence and hazard, 

He could not tranſp3re his Men without 
great charge, and muft ſuFer the delavs and 
dangers of the Winds and fs 3 He muſt 
exhauſt his own Kingdon's money to 
maintain his Troops 4abroad,a:.ti io bz tpent 
amongft Foreigners for the provitions of 
his Army ; -he muſt expe& to /c/e m-ny of 
our Engliſhmen by the ſudden change of 
Climate, Air and Diet, and the Jgnorance 
of providingfor themſelves amongſt Fo- 
reigners. 

In all misfortunes azd accidents of War 
he mutt want all ſudden :fiftance from his 
Subje&ts ; he can have no Recruits in his 
greateſt necefities, unleſs the Winds and 
Seas ſhall favour him; and his Troops may 
be atterly deſtroyed, before it may be poſh- 
ble for him to be relieved, and they that 
gave the Advice know, that the people of 
the Country,that is the Stage of the War, 
are ſuch J7g0red Papiſts, as would rather 
cut the Threats of our Englifh in ſuch 
Caſe of Diſtreſs, than afford them the 
leaſt Succtny, 

Depe 


Dep.Lieut. My Lord, You have made it 
ſo plain, that our K. cannot reaſonably 
aſpire to Greatneſs,Glory,or Splendor, 0- 
therwiſe than by gaining Empire at Sea ; 
that it could be no miftake, but FILE 
TREACHERYT, to adviſe him to ſuffer in 
his perſon all the hardſhips, accidents and 
dangers of a Zand War, from whence he 
cannot hope for ſuch advantages, either 
to himſelf or his Kingdom. 

I have often asked the moft knowing 
Men I could meet with, what benefit our 
K. or Kingdom could expe&@ from this 
mighty War in Flanders, it it ſhould ſuc- 
ceed beyond moſt mens hopes ? And the 
Anſwer I could ever get, hath been no 
more, than that we ſhould weaken the 
Power of France, But I was bold to pur- 
ſue my queſtion, and ask, whether we 
thought ſo to beat him in Flanders, as that 
he ſhould give us up his Heer, and his Na- 
val Stores to pacitie us, or whether we 
hope this Summer or the next,to gain his 
Fromiers Cities and Garriſuns, which it 
hath coſt him near Thirty Nears to com- 
pleat, and many Millions to fortifie ; or 
was it deſigned to gain part of his Coun- 
try from him, for the Z1g1iſh to inhabit, 
or to over-run his whole Kingdom and 
Poſſeſs the Crown of France, and to plant 
the Proteſtant Religion there by the Her- 
mophrodite Swords of Papiſis and Prote- 
Rtants ? 

To all this it was only ſaid, that our &. 
is cloſe in his Councels,but no doubt he hath 
ſome very great defign ; 1 could not forbear 
replying, that as far as 1 can diſcern, who- 
ever put hls Majeſty upon winning Tewas 
and Territories from France, and aſpiring 
to the Crown ofthat Kingdom were the mo/t 
deſperate defigners againft the Peace, Liber. 
ty and Happineſs of England, and the con- 
ſequence of Proſperity therein, would be 
to change us from the moſt Antient free 
Kingdom in the World, to be a miſerable 
Provizee of a K, of France under a-For- 
reign ATMy. 

1 confeſs, my Lord, the only fair pre- 
tence for that War at Landis our K's En- 
gagements to the Confederates, It muſt be 
agreed, that the Confederates ought to 
be aſſiſted ; but they could not complain, 
if our XK; had uſed his Force againſt France, 
which had been fatal to him, if Right and 
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Prudent Councels had been taken, _ 

For the whole Engliſh power in Conjutt- 
Qion with the Dutch Naval Force,to have 
been imployen againſt France at Sea, to 
have cut off its Trade with 41] Nation,and 
deftroyed his Shipping, he had never been 
abk to ſend out Armies equa} to the Con» 
federates, nor to have kept his own people 
from Mutinies for want of bread. 

He might have had work enough, and 
too much, tc have watched and donde 
his Zarbeurs,and his Coaſts, from ther. 
curſions and Spoils , that might haveheca 
made by our ſmaller Yeſels, ſometimes in 
one place and then inanother, as the winds - 
had permitted , and he might have been 
hindred of Ammunirions ſufficient for any. 
Numerous Armies. | 

This had been the moſt ſpeedy and. 
moſt certainWay to affiſt the Confederates 
by diſabling France to reſiſt their force; yet. 
if it had not been thaught aſſiſtance enough 
to thoſe our Allies to have taken upon us- 
the burthen of the War at Sea for our ſhare, 
Coptribution might have been ſent them. 
towards their Armies, and a forrth 
part of the Money we have expended in - 
the Zand-War, would have raiſed them 
more Men and Horſe in their own Coun- 
tries, than we nave been able to ſead into. 
Flanders, 

I have heard ſome Miniſters of the - 
chief Princes of the Confederacy ſay , that: 
their Maſters wanted no Souldiers in their - 
Countrys, it they had but Money. 

Lord Lieut, 1 was ſatisfyed almoſt from 
the beginntug of this War,that the K.was - 
too much adviſed by ſome that are falſe to 
his Intereſt, but I was never hopeleſs of 
ſome ſucceſs, until I ſaw, the Parliament 
Corncils in the way of its management 
declined. 

They wiſely adviſed ſuch a Yigorous 
War; that he ſhould enter into no Alliance 
with Prince or State, that ſhould not 
make it one of 1h# Articles of the Treaty . 
to break off all Commerce and Correſpon- 
dence with France, and our K. gratiouſly 
promiſed it, in Anſwer to their Addreſs : 
and the Ditch and Engliſh began briskly 
to make Prize of «ll Ships they tound Tra-- 
ding with the French, but in a ſhort time 
a Neutrality, anda free Trade with them, 
(no doubt by ſome Trearberons 4dvre | 
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was, and ever fince hath been 9p2nly alow- 
ed to the K ingJloms of Portugal, Denmark, 
and Swede, the State of Perice, and others 
whereby the Enemy is ſupplyed with N- 
val Stores and Provitions of War, hath 
vent for all his Vative Commotities.and Ma- 
nufaQures, and is enabled to maintain a 
"Var both by S:aand Land. 

And for my part I do not underfland, 
£* ot his Armies are now l/s Numerous , 
tha.' when the War frft began ; and 'tis 
manifeft his Fleet is greatly increaſed, and 
much betcer Fquippeg, and his Porzs richly 
ſupplyed with Trading Ships taken from 
the Dutch and us, which are computed to 
amount to thouſands; and 1 ſee no advan» 
tages that we have gained upon him, 
whence we ſhould expe& greater ſucceſs a- 
gainft him, than we have had hitherto. 

Dep.Lieut, My Lord, it ſeems to me up- 
on our whole Diſcourſe, that /ome who 
have been falſe to our K's Intereſt, have 
had an Influence in the Management of al 
bis Affairs, and have given him falſe mea- 
ſures of the Stare of this Kingdom, the 
Temper of its people, and its /ntereft,and 
have cunningly and falſely indeavoured to 
divide his Majefties and his Subjefts Intee 
refts, and by Flatteries to lead him into 
the manner of Governing which he came to 
reform, and they have brought all his Af- 
faics to ſuch 4 State, that honeft men know 
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cot what to do for the ſervice of their 
Majefties. 

I am ſure upon this meeting of your 

eutenancy, required by your Lordſhip, f 
dare not diſcourſe of our dangers, which 
I take to be more from Traytors among 
our ſelves than from the French K. I ſup- 
poſe it will not now be long betore they 
come. What is your Zordſhips pleaiure to 
nave done with them ? 

Lord Licut, Sir, For this time 1 will only 
read the Z:rtrers and the Proclamatzon inclo- 
ſed to me, and give them Orders to have 
the Regiments drawn forth, Viewed and 
Muftred, with Commands to be ready 
with Mony and Ammunition, according 
td the 4@ of Parliament, when they, ſhall 
be Commanded. 

I wil} not make any Clamours by turn- 
ing out Officers at prelent, but if there 
be any Izvifion or {rſurrettion, 1 (hall 
make bol\l, without acquainting vr Courr, 
to revoke the CommiNons of mauy of the 
Deputy Licutenants, and make ſuch Depu- 
17-5 and OJcers, as, tomy kaowledge, are 
True to their Majefties, and 1 doubt not 
to find our Country Men (o true to their 
Majefties, tkeir Religion and Liberties, as 
to make, them bo//ow out of the Field 
fuch Offers as I ſhall diſcharge upon that 
occaſion,
